It IS not the province of this journal 
to nominate or even suggest names of 
men thought eligible to or for this im- 
portant post. Comment on names sug- 
gested or nominated for the post, is 
however, admissible, p^d it is gratify- 
ing to have the name of so good and 
well qualified a man as Mr. Robinson 
mentioned. While his work has been 
largely along archaeological lines, he 
has shown, since his appointment a few 
years ago as director of the Boston 
Museum to succeed Gen. Loring, ex- 
ecutive ability of a high order, a 
breadth of view. and energy that have 
made^ him a valuable director of the 
Boston institution. His belief in 
American art has been shown in sev- 
eral instances, notably in his purchase 
for the Museum two years ago of the 
superior example of Copley, the double 
portrait of Mr. and Mrs. Ralph Izard 
of Charleston, S. C, a canvas both ar- 
tistically and historically valuable and 
interesting, and which now holds the 
place of honor among early American 
paintings in the Boston Museum. This 
picture was offered by its owners to 
the Metropolitan Museum, and could 
have been secured by that institution 
for the same reasonable figure that was 
given for it by the Boston Museum, 
but the Museum officials here could not 
be induced to even look at it, much less 
consider its purchase. So this fine and 
representative America^ picture went to 
Boston.

It consisted of 
several hundred "thumb box" pictures 
by local and other artists, many of 
them well known, the pictures being, 
as the name indicates, no larger than 
the color boxes known as thumb boxes, 
with the qualification that the price 
shall in no case exceed twenty-five dol- 
lars. The Society hopes thus to en- 
courage an interest in art among these 
persons of moderate means who might 
otherwise consider themselves de- 
barred from purchasing pictures of real 
artistic value.

The second volume of the "Papers of 
the British School of Rome," is a series 
of i68 hitherto unknown sixteenth-cen- 
tury drawings of Roman buildings, 
both classic and mediaeval.

My reasons are (although it would 
be disagreeable to me to attain to any- 
thing like notoriety) that I have had 
more silver medals than I know what 
to do with, and moreover, having re- 
ceived first class diplomas and silver 
and gold medals at various Continen- 
tal exhibitions, beside<^ the Legion of 
Honor and the Order of St. Michael, 
being hors concours, &c., I feel that 
under the flag of my own country I de- 
serve less shallow recognition. 

This is purely personal sentiment, 
not prompted by connection with any 
society or association. I am sorry 
Whistler has forestalled me by saying 
to a jury, "Pray accept my second class 
thanks for the second class compli- 
ment."
